Va. man shoots doctor 
after hearing about 
mother’s condition 

Baltimore 

A man who became distraught as 
he was being briefed on his moth- 
er’s condition at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital pulled a gun and shot the 
doctor Thursday, then killed his 
mother and himself in her room 
at the world-famous medical cen- 
ter, police said. 

Baltimore police Commis- 
sioner Frederick H. Bealefeld III 
said the doctor was talking to 
the 50-year-old man just after 
11 a.m. when he “became emotion- 
ally distraught and reacted ... and 
was overwhelmed by the news of his 
mother’s condition.” The man was ini- 
tially identified as Warren Davis, but 
police later said that was an alias. His 
real name was Paul Warren Pardus, 
and he was from Arlington, Va. 

Bealefeld said he did not know 
what the woman was being treated 
for at the world-class facility. 

Pardus then pulled a semiau- 
tomatic handgun from his waist- 


band and shot the doctor once in 
the abdomen, the commissioner 
said. The doctor collapsed outside 
room 873 of the Nelson building, 
where Pardus’ mother, Jean Davis, 
was being treated. Pardus then 
holed up inside his mother’s room 
for more than two hours during a 
standoff with authorities. 

When officers made their way to 


the eighth-floor room, they found 
Pardus dead on the floor and his 
mother dead in her hospital bed. 

Two Hopkins employees said 
the physician who was wounded 
is Dr. David B. Cohen, an assistant 
professor and orthopedic surgeon. 
The employees asked to remain 
anonymous. Police said the doctor 
underwent surgery and was expect- 


ed to survive. 

Hannah Murtaugh, 25, a first- 
year nursing student at the facili- 
ty’s nursing school, said her phys- 
iology class was put on lockdown. 
“They just kept telling us to stay 
away from the windows. We think 
there was a sniper located below 
our classroom,” Murtaugh said.

A Campus Disconnects 


Pa. school blacks out 
social media to spur 
critical thinking 

Harrisburg, Pa. 

A central Pennsylvania techno- 
logical college with fewer stu- 
dents than many Facebook users 
have friends is blacking out social 
media for a week. 

The bold experiment at Har- 
risburg University of Science and 
Technology — which has drawn 
praise, criticism and even a jab on 
late-night TV — means students and 
staff can’t access Facebook, Twitter 
or a host of other ubiquitous social 
networks while on campus. 

Provost Eric Darr said the 
exercise that began Monday is 
not a punishment for the school’s 
800 students nor a precursor to a

ban, but a way for people to think 
critically about the prevalence of 
social media. 

The blackout comes on the heels 
of a report that Web users in the 
U.S. spend more time socializing 
on Facebook than searching with 
Google, according to data released 


last week from researchers at com- 
Score Inc. 

Still, Darr said he can’t believe 
the controversy generated in the 
Twitterverse, blogosphere and 
academia, with some accusing 
the school of inflicting “a terrible 
thing and an infringement upon 
people’s rights.” 

“By and large, the students are 
supportive of the whole exercise 
and don’t get so worked up over 
it,” Darr said. 

On campus, attempts to log into 
MySpace or Linkedin return the 
message: “This domain is blocked.” 
E-mail, texting and other Web surf- 
ing is still allowed, but not instant- 
messaging. 

“I feel obligated to check my 
Facebook. I feel obligated to check 
my Twitter. Now I don’t,” said stu- 
dent Ashley Harris, 22. “I can just 
solely focus.” kathy matheson (ap)

Pope: Abuse Scandal Top Priority 



Historic Britain visit 
overshadowed by 
church’s controversy 

Edinburgh, Scotland 

Pope Benedict XVI braved a chilly 
atmosphere Thursday in mostly 
secular Britain to issue his stron- 
gest comments yet on the sex abuse 
crisis, admitting that the Catholic 
Church had not acted decisively or 
quickly enough to remove priests 
who molested children. 

Speaking to reporters travel- 
ing with him from Rome, Bene- 
dict said the church’s top priori- 
ty now was to help abuse victims 
heal — yet the comments failed to 
satisfy victims’ groups. 

Benedict’s historic four-day visit 
has been overshadowed by disgust 
over the abuse scandal and indif- 
ference in Britain, where Catho- 
lics are a minority at 10 percent 
and endured centuries of bloody 


persecution and discrimination 
until the early 1800s. 

The trip is the first state visit by 
a pope to the U.K., and his meet- 
ing with Queen Elizabeth II was 
symbolically significant because 


of the historic divide between the 
officially Protestant nation and the 
Catholic Church. 

Yet only 65,000 of the faithful 
had tickets to an open-air Mass 
at Bellahouston Park in Glasgow, 


compared to the 100,000 previ- 
ously expected. The British media 
have been particularly hostile to the 
pope’s visit, noting its $18.7 mil- 
lion security cost to taxpayers at 
a time of austerity measures and 
job losses. 

Many in Britain are also strong- 
ly opposed to Benedict’s hard line 
against homosexuality, abortion 
and using condoms to prevent the 
spread of AIDS. 

The queen told Benedict that his 
visit reminded all Britons of their 
common Christian heritage and 
said she hoped relations between 
the Anglican Communion and the 
Catholic Church would be deep- 
ened as a result. 

“We know from experience that 
through committed dialogue, old 
suspicions can be transcended 
and a greater mutual trust encour- 
aged,” she said. “We hold that free- 
dom to worship is at the core of our 
tolerant and democratic society.”

France Defends 
Gypsy Removal 

Brussels 

French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
upended a European Union summit 
to defend his own nation’s honor, 
vowing Thursday to keep clearing 
out illegal immigrant camps despite 
accusations that France is being rac- 
ist and unfairly targets Gypsies. 

The summit was supposed to 
be a forum for molding a unify- 
ing European foreign policy, but it 
turned into a drama of discord — 
with the outspoken Sarkozy usurp- 
ing the podium to preach his poli- 
cies and lash out at his critics. 

Sarkozy said comments by EU 
Justice Commissioner Viviane Red- 
ing that linked the expulsions to 
the mass deportations of World 
War II were “disgusting.” 

“I am head of the French state. 
I cannot let my nation be insulted,” 
Sarkozy told reporters, (ap)

Afghan officials sought to reas- 
sure wary citizens on Thursday 
that it will be safe to vote in this 
weekend’s parliamentary elections 
despite an upswing in violence in 
recent months.

by NATO and Afghan forces had 
weakened the insurgents. 

“They just have propaganda 
and threats, so people should not 
be afraid,” Wesa told reporters in 
Kandahar city.

Saturday’s poll is the first since 
a fraud-marred presidential vote 
last year that left many of the

Smailt'ip Plans Face Big Hurdles 


Idea to reduce price 
reveals scam option; 
card inventory low 

Washington 

Metro’s plan to reduce the price of 
SmarTrip cards by half has encoun- 
tered major obstacles — one being 
that people could use the cheaper 
cards to take advantage of the sys- 
tem, and the other that the agency 
risks running out of the SmarTrip 


cards altogether, Metro officials 
said on Thursday. 

The revelations at a meeting 
of a board of directors commit- 
tee drew exasperation from sev- 
eral board members, who eventu- 
ally decided to halt the discussion 
and ask Metro’s staff to return at 
the end of the month with better 
solutions. 

Metro had planned to cut the 
price of SmarTrip cards from $5 
to $2.50, to encourage use of the 
cards at a time when the tran- 


sit agency is also providing dis- 
counts of 20 cents on bus trips 
and 25 cents on rail trips for those 
who use the electronic fare cards 
for their travels. 

Then Metro staff grew con- 
cerned that some riders would take 
advantage of the cheaper SmarT- 
rip cards, which allow customers 
to exit the system once with a neg- 
ative balance, by buying cards at 
$2.50 and using them for more 
expensive trips. 

Given that rail trips can cost up 


to $5.20 and bus trips as much as 
$6, Metro officials calculated that 
the lost revenue from customers 
“gaming the system” could reach 
as much as $1 million a month. 

Making the problem worse, 
SmarTrip cards, which have been 
made by only one company, are no 
longer going to be manufactured, 
Metro officials said. Metro has an 
estimated two-year inventory, but 
that could rapidly dwindle if cus- 
tomers purchased them in higher 
numbers, (the Washington post)

Census finds the number of working poor in US. at its highest since the 1960s 


Washington 

The ranks of the working-age poor 
climbed to the highest level since 
the 1960s as the recession threw 
millions of people out of work last 
year, leaving one in seven Ameri- 
cans in poverty. 

The overall poverty rate climbed 
to 14.3 percent, or 43.6 million peo- 
ple, the Census Bureau said Thurs- 
day in its annual report on the eco- 
nomic well-being ofU.S. households. 
The report covers 2009, President 
Obama’s first year in office.

In a statement, Obama called 
2009 a tough year for working 
families but said it could have 
been worse. 

“Because of the Recovery Act 
and many other programs pro- 
viding tax relief and income sup- 
port to a majority of working fam- 
ilies — and especially those most 
in need — millions of Americans 
were kept out of poverty last year,” 
Obama said. 

The new figures come at a polit- 
ically sensitive time, just weeks 
before the Nov. 2 congressional 
elections, when voters restive about 
high unemployment and the slow 
pace of economic improvement 
will decide whether to keep Dem- 
ocrats in power or turn to Repub- 
licans. 

The 14.3 percent poverty rate 
was the highest since 1994. Still, it 
was lower than estimates of many 
demographers who were bracing for

They have another signifi- 
cant task on Sunday in trying to 
shut down Houston, which beat 
defending AFC champion Indi- 
anapolis 34-24 on the strength 
of 231 rushing yards by Arian 
Foster.

Replays clearly showed what 
really happened: Chad Qualls’ 
fastball squarely struck the knob 
of Jeter’s bat, not him. But Major 
League Baseball doesn’t use instant 
replay in these situations. 

For more than a century, ball- 
players have tried to bend the 
rules. Pitchers throw spitballs, out- 
fielders fake catches on balls that 
bounce, shortstops make phantom 
tags. This isn’t golf, where players 
are expected to call penalties on 
themselves. 

Coming off the Steroids Era, in 
which cheating often meant illegal 
performance-enhancing drugs, 
some actually found a charm in

Jeter’s old-fashioned chicanery. 

Yet seeing the squeaky-clean Jeter 
involved in Yankee hanky-panky was 
startiing. So was his response. When 
asked where the ball hit, he readily 
admitted his sleight of hand. “The 
bat,” he said, without apology. “It’s 
part of the game.” 

To his legion of admirers, Der- 
ek’s deke was a savvy play. 

To Jeter’s detractors, it was a 
cheap trick. Tampa Bay manager 
Joe Maddon argued so much he got 
ejected, though he praised Jeter after 
the Rays rallied past the Yankees 4-3 
into first place in the AL East. 

“There’s several thespians 
throughout baseball,” Maddon 
said. “I thought Derek did a great 
job, and I applaud it, because I 
wish our guys would do the same

Film Review 

Ben Affleck made a quietly aston- 
ishing directorial debut a few years 
ago with the taut, atmospheric 
mystery “Gone Baby Gone.”

Irish Charlestown neighborhood, 
which as an opening title card 
informs us, has produced the most 
bank and armored car robberies 
in the U.S. 

Doug and his best friend, Jem 
Qeremy Renner), are lifelong mem- 
bers of one of Charlestown’s most 
notorious and successful crews, a 
team that methodically goes about 
its thuggish business with a com- 
bination of workaday profession- 


alism and swift, vicious violence. 
When the guys rob a bank and 
take a manager hostage, the epi- 
sode sparks a series of events that 
leads Doug to question whether he’s 
ready to leave Charlestown’s life of 
murder and mayhem. Meanwhile, 
he’s being pursued by an FBI agent 
(Jon Hamm) who’s determined to 
make the choice for him. 

Let it be noted that “The Town,” 
based on the novel “Prince of 
Thieves” by Chuck Hogan, doesn’t 
break any new narrative ground. 
Doug’s bad guy contemplating one 
last job before he goes clean evokes 
countless Hollywood cliches. But 
if Affleck is all too willing to make 
his character a too-good-to-be-true 
paragon of moral ambivalence, he 
still infuses Doug’s struggle with 
touches of realism. 

As in his earlier film, Affleck 
evinces a keen eye and ear for the 
Boston neighborhoods near where 
he grew up in nearby Cambridge; 
his command of the area’s milieu 
allows “The Town” to take its right- 
ful place next to “Mystic River” 
and “The Departed” as a muscu- 
lar and authentic Beantown flick.

One Tasteless 
‘Noodle Shop’ 


Film Review 

You might call “A Woman, a Gun 
and a Noodle Shop” a cautionary 
tale, although that distinction has 
nothing to do with plot. Rather, the 
Chinese film offers this important 
takeaway: Don’t attempt to remake 
a Coen brothers movie, especially 
if you plan to turn the thing into 
a bizarre concoction of melodra- 
ma and slapstick comedy. 

“Hero” director Zhang Yimou 
has done just that, serving up a puz- 
zling rendition of the Coens’ dark 
debut, “Blood Simple.” Like the orig- 
inal, the film follows a rich man, 
in this case a noodle shop owner, 
who hires a killer to take care of his 
cheating wife and her boyfriend. 
But while the 1984 masterpiece is 
a sinister illustration of cause and 
effect, this new version is a tiresome 
oddity marked by shrill screaming 
and clumsy pratfalls. 

The movie wastes no time in 
getting ridiculous, as a shriek- 
ing Persian (who bears a striking 
resemblance to Captain Hook) dem- 
onstrates his samurai swordsman- 
ship while quick- cutting camera- 
work attempts to induce nausea. 

The characters watching the 
action are no less absurd and 
include the noodle shop owner’s

possibly bipolar wife; her pink- 
clad pansy of a lover, who falls 
down at least twice in each of his 
scenes; and a chubby, toothy oaf 
who seems to be parodying Mick- 
ey Rooney’s painful interpretation 
of the Chinese landlord in “Break- 
fast at Tiffany’s.” 

On the plus side, the movie 
is aesthetically dazzling, which 
should go without saying, given 
that Zhang Yimou also directed 
the opening ceremonies of the Bei- 
jing Olympics. 

But rich colors and fancy cam- 
erawork aren’t enough to make up 
for the sin perpetrated by the film. 
While there’s nothing wrong with 
goofy humor, there’s no excuse for 
squandering a compelling story 
and turning it into nothing more 
than spectacle.

MACHETE (R, 104 minutes) As capital-M 
Machete, DannyTrejo makesaferocious 
first impression as a Mexican cop. In 
the film’s opening minutes, he and his 
small-M friend are shown severing the 
heads of three drug-cartel goons with a 
single sweeping stroke. The event sets 
thetonefortherestof the movie, whose 
violence is so absurdly over the top as to 
be comical. The movie, co-directed by 
Robert Rodriguez and his longtime edi- 
tor, Ethan Maniquis, is one big, fat comic 
book. It’s better if you can laugh at it, as- 
suming you’re able to see humor in such 
sequences as the one in which Machete 
disembowels a man and uses his intes- 
tines to rappel down a building, m.o. 
MESRINE: PUBLIC ENEMY NO. 1 (R, 134 
minutes) This film, the second half of a 
two-part French drama, begins with a 
shot of the protagonist’s bullet-riddled 
body slumped over the wheel of his car. 
Based on real events, the “Mesrine" 
films tell the story of notorious gang- 
ster Jacques Mesrine, who was gunned 
down by police in 1979 after a nearly 
two-decade career of brazen bank rob- 
beries, kidnappings, killings and prison 
breaks. Taken together, both films run 
more than four hours and include more 
than a few crime-movie cliches. Lead 
actor Vincent Cassel’s volatile screen 
presence as Mesrine is worth the price 
of admission, m.o. 

SOUL KITCHEN (R, 100 minutes) The 
greasy spoon for which the movie is 
named is located in a sketchy section of 
Hamburg and run by the perpetually di- 
sheveled Zinos Kazantsakis (Adam Bous- 
doukos). He has too many dilemmasto list 
here, but they include whether he should 
follow his girlfriend to Shanghai, whether 
he should employ his dodgy brother, 
how to appease the health inspectors, 
how to pay the tax office, dealing with a 
real estate agent who’s itching to com- 
mandeer his property and coping with a 


spectacularly painful back injury. It might 
be easierto commiserate if Zinos didn’t 
make such terrible decisions, s.m. 

THE SWITCH (PG-13, 101 minutes) This 
film adaptation of a Jeffrey Eugenides 
story takes viewers down a path that 
possessesa gratifying share of surprises. 
“The Switch" stars Jennifer Aniston 
as 40-year-old Kassie, a single woman 
who decides to conceive a child by way 


of a sperm donor. Her best friend, Wally 
(Jason Bateman), meanwhile, looks on 
disapprovingly. But viewers expecting yet 
another film about baby-crazed women 
and their biological clockswill be happy to 
discover that “The Switch" takes Kassie’s 
choice in stride and instead directs most 
of its attention to Wally, a.h. 

THE TILLMAN STORY (R, 94 minutes) 
When Pat Tillman enlisted in the Army 


in 2002, he gave up a lucrative contract 
with the NFL, an act that was celebrated 
atthetimefor its selflessnessand cour- 
age. Two years later, as an Army Ranger, 
he was killed in Afghanistan in an episode 
initially described as a Taliban ambush; 
the former Arizona Cardinals player was 
awarded a posthumousSilver Star, and his 
funeral drew thousands. Weeks later, the 
Army revealed that Tillman’s death was 


“probably" the result of a fratricide. But 
by that time, the military and the Bush 
administration’s narrative of Tillman’s life 
and death had taken on a life of its own, its 
mythology increasingly at odds with the 
truth known by hisfamily and friends, a.h.
